Statistics have been compiled by the 


forest service which show for the first 
time precisely how the lumber pro- 
duced in the country is utilized. About 
45 billion feet of lumber of all kinds 
is the annual production in the Unit- 
ed States; of this nearly 25 billion 
feet, board 
measure, are 
further 


manufactured, the other portion re- 
maining for rough construction lum- 
ber and for similar purposes. This is 
exclsfve of material which reaches its 
final use in the form of fuel, railroad 
ties, posts, poles, pulpwood, cooper- 
age, wood distillates, and the barks 
and extracts demanded by the tanning 
industry. 


Nearly or quite 100 different woods 


are used in this country under their 
own names, while an unknown number 
find their way to shops and factories 
without being identified or separately 
listed, except under general names. In 
quantity the softwoods, the needle- 
leaf or coniferous trees, are most im- 
portant, but there is, a greater num- 
ber of species among the hardwoods, 
or broadleaf trees. Yellow pine comes 
first with more than 8 billion feet, 
followed by white pine with 3 billion, 
and Douglass fir with a little more 
than 2 billion. It should be under- 
stood, however, that the term "yel- 
low pine" includes several species, 
the three most important of which are 
longleaf, shortleaf and loblolly. Oak, 
including all species, has nearly 2 
billion feet, and is the most important 
lardwood. Maple comes next. 


Dogwood comes about 
halfway 


down the list with more than 7 mil- 
lion, board feet, arid of those species 
mentioned Turkish boxwood comes 
last, with less than 30 thousand feet, 
followed by many others too insigni- 
ficant to list but making a total of all 
kinds of more than a million feet. Of 
the native species, laurel, holly and 
yucca fall very near the foot of the 
list in relative quantities used.

The America was given her second 
trial through the air when Lieutenant 
Porte and Glenn Curtlss took Rodman 
Wanataaker's uirboat for a long trip 
over Lake Keuka and the surrounding 
country. They tried for 100 mile speed.

tenant Porte will attempt to cross the 
Atlantic made three successful Sights. 
On these flights the America carried 
three passengers and considerable bal- 
last, and at the conclusion of the trial 
Porte declared the air craft was-a suc- 
cess in every way.

The Secondary Boycott. 


There are, however, certain funda- 


mental principles of law which stand 
in the way of workmen.in his effort 
to compel the recognition of

necessity. The secondary boycott has 
been declared unlawful because of the 
operation of the fundamental princi- 
ple that one man shall not so act as 
intentionally to injure another and the 
secondary boycott is an essential weap 
on in the hand of labor in its fight to 
compel collective bargaining. In de- 
claring the boycott unlawful, the 
courts have unquestionably acted in 
accordance; with established 
legal 


thought. Bunt we are as a people 
rapidly coming to the conclusion that 
the progress of labor under modern 
conditions depends on its ability to 


eal with employers through labor or 
ganizal ioris. Let this {act be general 


recognized, and it will become ap 


parent that the workman has a mora 
ight to have his union recognized by 
lis employer and that those employ 
rs who persistently refuse to recog 
nize the workmen's union are, in mos 
cases, guilty of anti-social conduct." 


In the speaker's opinion a way will 


be found not necessarily by general- 
y legalizing the secondary boycott, 
rat in some other way, to give work- 
men the right to compel employers 
either to recognize their unions, or at 
least to arbitrate the question wheth- 
er they shall be recognized.

Statistics have been compiled by the 


forest service which show for the first 
time precisely how the lumber pro- 
duced in the country is utilized. About 
45 billion feet of lumber of all kinds 
is the annual production in the Unit- 
ed States; of this nearly 25 billion 
feet, board 
measure, are 
further 


manufactured, the other portion re- 
maining for rough construction lum- 
ber and for similar purposes. This is 
exclsfve of material which reaches its 
final use in the form of fuel, railroad 
ties, posts, poles, pulpwood, cooper- 
age, wood distillates, and the barks 
and extracts demanded by the tanning 
industry. 


Nearly or quite 100 different woods 


are used in this country under their 
own names, while an unknown number 
find their way to shops and factories 
without being identified or separately 
listed, except under general names. In 
quantity the softwoods, the needle- 
leaf or coniferous trees, are most im- 
portant, but there is, a greater num- 
ber of species among the hardwoods, 
or broadleaf trees. Yellow pine comes 
first with more than 8 billion feet, 
followed by white pine with 3 billion, 
and Douglass fir with a little more 
than 2 billion. It should be under- 
stood, however, that the term "yel- 
low pine" includes several species, 
the three most important of which are 
longleaf, shortleaf and loblolly. Oak, 
including all species, has nearly 2 
billion feet, and is the most important 
lardwood. Maple comes next. 


Dogwood comes about 
halfway 


down the list with more than 7 mil- 
lion, board feet, arid of those species 
mentioned Turkish boxwood comes 
last, with less than 30 thousand feet, 
followed by many others too insigni- 
ficant to list but making a total of all 
kinds of more than a million feet. Of 
the native species, laurel, holly and 
yucca fall very near the foot of the 
list in relative quantities used.

The Secondary Boycott. 


There are, however, certain funda- 


mental principles of law which stand

necessity. The secondary boycott has 
been declared unlawful because of the 
operation of the fundamental princi- 
ple that one man shall not so act as 
intentionally to injure another and the 
secondary boycott is an essential weap 
on in the hand of labor in its fight to 
compel collective bargaining. In de- 
claring the boycott unlawful, the 
courts have unquestionably acted in 
accordance; with established

thought. Bunt we are as a people 
rapidly coming to the conclusion that 
the progress of labor under modern 
conditions depends on its ability to 


eal with employers through labor or 
ganizal ioris. Let this {act be general 


recognized, and it will become ap 


parent that the workman has a mora 
ight to have his union recognized by 
lis employer and that those employ 
rs who persistently refuse to recog 
nize the workmen's union are, in mos 
cases, guilty of anti-social conduct." 


In the speaker's opinion a way will
